Meath’s Declining 
Population 


Dr. T. F. hong xe Medical Officer 
of Health for Co. Meath, in his annual 
report, points out that the population 
of Meath had shown a sharp decline 
every year since 1841, and was now 
exactly one-third of the population 
of 100 years ago. The falling popula- 
tion appeared to be equal with regard 
to both sexes. When the population 
fall was examined in relation to urban 
and rural areas it was found that the 
urban areas were incredsing and that, 
without exception, peel EEA was

In many ways the whole 
business was a complete and sorry 
farce. Laval was condemned ‘long 
before he ever appeared before 
his accusers, and, no matter how 
one. may approve of he verdict, 
one cannot but grieve at the 
manner Of .its pronouncement. 
Of course, we in this coyntry have 
been born and bred in the tradi- 
tion of British justice. Our Courts 
of Law are models of decorum 
and fair play, and the disgraceful 
scenes which were excited during 
Laval’s trial would be just as im- 
possible in Dublin as they would 
be in London. On the other 
hand, we have no right to criticise 
the methods that are employed i: 
the French Courts. France is a 
great nation; with: judicial tradi- 
tions which in some _ respects 
compare. favourably with our 
own; but it. must be admitted 
that from the very outset Laval 
never had a chance of a fair 
hearing. The ‘presiding judge 
obviously was prejudiced against 
him. Members of the jury went 
even farther than they had gone 
during the trial of Marshal 
Pétain. They hurled insults at 
the accused man, calling him a 
cochon and other insulting 
epithets, and his exclusion from 
the Court towards the end of the 
proceedings was something that 
could not possibly happen in any 
of the English-speaking countries. 
Be that as it may, the fact is that 
Laval has been condemned to 
death. A like sentence was passed 
on Marshal Pétain; but, in his 
case, and in view of his extreme 
age, the jury’s recommendation to 
mercy has been accepted by 
the head of the State. There 
is a possibility that, as a 
result of the unusual pro- 
cedure in the Laval case, a 
fresh trial may be ordered; but 
the general opinion is that such a 
‘re-trial would be merely a waste 
of time. The condemnation of 
Pierre Laval is the condemnation 
of the whole Vichy régime. 
Resurgent France is heartily 
ashamed of the period bétween 


country; and her people are 
anxious -— possibly, even over- 
anxious—to put themselves right 
before history. That is why 
the man who saved France and 
the world at Verdun was 
‘sentenced to death. There can be 
‘little doubt that Philippe Pétain 
did what he thought to be in the 
best interests of his country. He 
was old and tired. He also was 
self-opinionated; and, above all, 


he was a Tory of the most rigid 


school. In these circumstances, 
the doting old Marshal fondly 
believed. that France's regenera- 
tion could be brought about only 
through suffering and self- 
sacrifice. His greatest enemies 
never have suggested that he was 
pro-German, He was passionately 
pro-French; but he was too old 
to see the situation clearly. » He 
allowed himself to be led astray 
by false counsellors, who took 
personal advantage of his great 
prestige, with the result that to- 
day, although still alive, this 
former Marshal of France is a 
convict. 

Lavai’s case is entirely different. 
He had not the excuse of extreme 
age. ‘He was, comparatively, a 
young man when the war broke 
out, and he always had his wits 
about him. While all right- 
thinking persons must deplore the 
way in which his trial was con- 
ducted, few will quarrel with the 
ultimate verdict.

CHILDREN FROM FRANCE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE-IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Having read some com- 
ments on the appearance of the 
French children who recently 
arrived here at the invitation of our 
Red Cross Society, I think it: well 
to explain the manner by which the 
children were selected. The French 
Red Cross asked our Society to give 
them guidance as to the lines upon 
which the choice should be made. 

Colonel McKinney, who was in 
Paris in connection with the Trish 
Hospital Unit at St. Lo, explained 
that it was our wish to receive 
children who had suffered, either 
physically or psychologically, as a 
result of the war, or who ‘belonged 
to families who had lost their 
parents or homes as a “result of 
military action, 

Some..observers seem 
been deceived by the apparent well- 
being of the children. The truth is 
that most of these children have 
been so long on short rations that 
their diet is being carefully watched 
by the doctors attached to the 
schools to which they have been 
sent. 

I may add that efforts of the 
Society to bring children here from 
several other European countries 
have so far failed for one reason or
